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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants cancellation of claims 1-40 and 48-65, the amendment of claims 41, 
45, 47 and the addition of new claims 66-69, in the paper of 1 1/10/2003, is 
acknowledged. Claims 41-47 and 66-69 are pending and at issue for examination. 

Election/Restriction 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 41 , 42-44, 45-47, 66 and 68-69, drawn to a method for 
reducing the level of enzymatically active diacylglycerol O- 
acyltransferase (DGAT) in a mammalian host using an agent that is 
a small molecule, classified in class 514, subclass 789. 

II. Claims 41 , 45-47, 66, 67 and 68-69, drawn to a method for 
reducing the level of enzymatically active diacylglycerol O- 
acyltransferase (DGAT) in a mammalian host using an agent that is 
an antisense molecule, classified in class 536, subclass 24.1. 

Claim 41, 45-47, 66 and 68-69 link(s) inventions I and II. The restriction 
requirement between the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking 
claim(s), claims 41 , 45-47, 66 and 68-69. Upon the indication of allowability of the 
linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be 
withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or othenA^ise requiring all the limitations of 
the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104 Claims that require all the limitations of an allowable 
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linking claim will be entered as a matter of right If the amendment is presented prior to 
final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final 
rejection are govemed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are 
governed by 37 CFR 1.312. 

Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) including all the limitations of the 
allowable linking claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation or divisional application, the 
claims of the continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant 
application.

In 
the instant case the different inventions are directed to different methods that utilize 
different molecules that are structurally different and act in mechanistically different 
ways. The different methods have different steps and produce different results in 
mechanistically different processes. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, have acquired 
a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and the literature 
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and sequence searches required for each of the Groups are not required for another of 
the Groups, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
